Report Tears Into Board. 


“The board which released him 
(Blumson) did not get excited about his 
case,” reads the bulletin, “ until sinis- 
ter influences, aroused by considera- 
tions other than those which actuated 
it in the formal course of its proced- 
ure, began to be felt.” 

That strong language, such as was 
used in the early days of the Munici- 
pal Voters’ league, when men were 
willing to fight for what they believed 
to be right, has little less significance 
than the following: 

“A board which circulates biased 
statements palpably designed to cre 
ate sympathy and compassion for the 
convicted criminal, and which has not 
one word to say about his victims, de- 
serves the severest eensure which 
good citizenship can pronounce.” 

“State Cash to Defend Crooks.” 


Getting more emphatic, the bulletin 
continues: “ It is the same board which 
has presumed to use the state money 
to publish and circulate an ex parte 
defense not only for confidence men 
and perjurers, but panders, white 
slavers, rapists, bombers, gunm and 
others of similar type. How long is 
Illinois to continue this policy? 

“Thousands upon thousands of 
pam phlets—300,000 in one edition—pub- 
lished at state expense, have been cir- 
culated to justify Blumson’s release 
and the release of a score or more be- 
sides.

In the middie of summer let a 
rise of 5 degrees come on a day when 
the thermometer has stood for hours at 
95—and down go the babies. When win- 
ter comes there is an increase in deaths 
and disease due to the lack of heat and 
sunshine. One of the manifestations of 
inability to adapt himself is the wide- 
spread prevalence of rickets.

Rickets is a disease of short days and 
little sunlight. The races which have 
rickets are tise that have not adapted 
themselves to meteorologic phenomena, 
The Negroes are especially subject to 
rickets. Negroes, newly moved from 
southern regions and tnto northern cities, 
have most of it. People from around 
the Mediterranean rank next téd Negroes. 
The death certificates from a city like 
Chicago often show rickets as a con- 


attributed to rickets as an immediate 
cause, This is especially true of death 
certificates of Negroes 

In order to help out those peoples who 
are having trouble adjusting themselves 
@ great deal of experimental work on 
rickets has been done in recent years.

The following are some of the more re- 
cent findings: , 
In both preventing and curing rickets, 
plenty of sunlight is paramount. Sun- 
light that has passed through glass is 
far less effective than open sunlight, 
but it is more effective than no sunlight 
at all. , 
Light from quarts lights and some 
other forms of lighting is a tolerably 
good substitute for sunlight. 
Some kinds of light are of little value. 
Sunlight. in some way fixes calcium 
or lime in the tissues. It increases the 
platelets in the blood. It is also sup- 
posed to make coloring matter. 
Cod liver oil is of considerable value 
in preventing and curing rickets. It 
fixes calcium in the tissues. Olive oil 
has no such action. In some experiments 
feeding olive oil seemed td precipitate 
rickets. :

And ff we had thus avoided 
it we would have shown that we were 
weaklings, and that we were unfit to 
stand among the great nations of the 
earth. .Thank God for the iron in the 
blood of our fathers, the men whogipheld 
the wisdom of Lincoln and bore or 
rifle in the armies of Grant! Let us, the 
children of the men who proved them- 
selves equal to the mighty days; let us, 
the children of the men who carried the 
great civil war to a triumphant conciu- 
sion, praise the God of our fathers that 
the ignoble counsels of peace were re- 
jected; that the suffering and loss, the 
blackness of sorrow and despair were 
unfiinchingly faced and the years of 
strife endured ; for in the end the slave 
was freed, the Union restored, and the 
mighty American republic placed once 
more as a helmeted queen among na- 
tions.”"~From “The Americaniam of 
Theodore Roosevelt,” page 58.

A tiny book which is as ‘delicate and 
brilliant a piece of writing as has come 
our way for some time is “Echo de 


| Paris,” the recreation of a half hour 
in front of a Paris restaurant in the 
year 1899, the year before the death of 


Oscar Wilde. As the central figure 
in @ group of which Laurence Hous 
man and Robert Ross were the most 
recognizable characters, Oscar Wilde 
is made to proclaim his theory of art, 
to speak with brilliancy and beauty 
and to tel! a story—two stories—which 
are so fine as to ‘have been a great 
joss if they had been left untold. 
Laurence Housman remembers. with 
Vividness and elation that half hour 
and in his little dialogue he -has 
brought it to life. The deep tragedy 
of the ending has great dramatic 
power.

It.is simply conversation, rarely bril- 
diant. One must quote Oscar Wilde’s

real, the final end. . The poet’s 
noblest verse, the dramatist’s great- 
est scene, deals always with death, be- 
Cause the highest function of the artist 
is to make perceived the beauty of 
tallure.”

Park. Mr. Stover writes us that even 
before the garage was finished the 
birds were sizing up the building for 
nesting sites. Mr. Stover nailed a 
pasteboard carton just inside the door 
for the wren. To attract Mr. and 
Mrs, Bluebird he naijed a starch box 
inside the garage, over a knothole 
large enough to admit a bluebird. 
Though this garage had no doors, Mr, 
Stover didn’t believe the robins would 
venture inside. H ver, a pair did, 
aad built their nest a board over- 
} ead. 

“Watching them feed their young 
was a sight,” he writes. “For three 
years our friends have taken up their’ 
nesting places each spring. In addi- 
tion to these ‘ nests’ I nailed up an old 
shoe just under the eaves of the ga- 
rage and a second wren built her nest 
there last spring.”

time be so well trained that when 
they see in the drawing two figures 
or heads that look similar and yet are 
not, they will leap to the conclusion 
that one is right and one is wrong.
